DEAT WOUNDED 


Shot at the same time although 
less seriously hurt was Marcel 
Deat, former .air minister and 
rightist journalist and, like Laval, 
a leading collaborationist. 

Laval, swarthy, white-tied poli- 
ticlan who brought Petain and 
Hitler together aftér the armis- 
tice, was shot both in the arm 
and body, while Deat received 
only a wound in the arm. 

The two were sitting beside 
each other receiving registrations 
of anti-Communists to fight in 
volunteer force alongside Ger 
many in the war against Russia 
when the shooting occurred, The

A tremendous aerial battle for 
the mastery of the skies over Len- 
ingrad was reported today to 
have developed as the big city’s 
jarmy and militia defence stif- 
| fened for a last-ditch fight against 
German and Finnish drives from 
the north, west and south. 

An early morning communique 
said 101 of 156 German planes 
listed as destroyed during last 
Sunday and. Monday were shot 
down in fierce dogfights along 
the approaches to the old capital 
of the Czars, or smashed in raids 
on nearby airdromes from which 
the Nazi attacks were sprung. 








NO BOMBS IN CITY 

Defenders of the city declared 
that despite repeated German 
raids, not a bomb had fallen 
within the city limits. 

The Russians reported wither- 
ing machine gun fire from 
camouflaged defence works 
manned by the Red and people's 
armies holding the attacking 
waves in check while Leningrad's 
civilian reinforcements, drilled 
under arms in sandbagged, barri- 
caded streets. 

In London the dearth of news 
on a Russian counter-attack on 
the Gomel area is “a little dis- 
quieting,” authoritative quarters 
said. 


TALLINN POUNDED 

In Helsinki Finnish observers | 
claimed a tremendous blaze on 
the southern horizon, which could 
be seen from Finland, indicated 
Russian forces were devastating 
Tallinn preparatory to withdraw- 
ing from the city under German 
pressure from the east and south,

ACK FROM HER VISIT TO BRITAIN, 
Miss Dorothy Thompson, the brilliant 
American journalist and firm friend of de- 
mocracy’s cause, has come to the conclusion 
that “the people everywhere in the world are 
very much better than their governments.” 
She has evidently taken this text for her 
homily to her compatriots; and, incidentally, 
few will quarrel with its basic argument— 
notwithstanding the fact that it is the people 
who choose their governments in all free 
lands, And until some other ‘and better way 
has been found to translate democracy’s in- 
structions to those who aspire to govern, 
there is apparently little that can be done 
about it, Nor would she seriously argue to 
the contrary. But ‘she so postulates her 
thesis, if we translate her interview in Ber- 
muda yesterday correctly, because, after 
what she has seen and heard in the British | 
Isles, she is convinced the great American 
public should be told the truth, and nothing 
but the plain and simple truth, about the 
war and to what extent the future of the 
world is involved in it. 

In other words, Miss Thompson does not 
agree with Lord Beaverbrook in his view that 
“he didn’t want an expeditionary force from 
the United States before this war is over.” 
She found, however, that the people of Bri- 
tain did want to know what America’s posi- 
tion really is and whether she is ready and 
willing to see the business through—‘and 
if I were English that's obviously what Td 
like to know.” As an American, of course, 
she is at liberty so to express herself with- 
out fear of the natural political objection 
which follows interference in United States 
policy from an outsider, Lord Beaverbrook, 
on the other hand, is Britain's indefatigable 
Minister of Supply, virtually Prime Minister 
Churchill's deputy, While he quite properly 
parried an inquiry as to the possible inter- 
vention in the war by the neighboring Re- 
public with the diplomatically-Innocuous re- 
joinder that he would “like to see them in,” 
the former Canadian was scrupulously care- 
ful to add that “it’s nobody's business other 
than citizens of the United States; but if T 
am not to be hypocritical, I'd like to see them 
in now.” Not even Senator Wheeler or @x- 
Colonel Lindbergh could find anything with 
which to quarrel in such an answer. We in 
Canada have taken the same stand. If, in 
their wisdom, our great and friendly neigh- 
bors choose, at some later date, to pool their 
physical as well as their material resources 
with those-of- the democracies: fighting for 
survival, well and good. It Is still their 
affair; and when the time shall come to sup- 
port Miss Thompson's argument by demand- 
ing action, the people of the United States 
then may have demonstrated that they are 
better than their government—if that term 
may be used in this regard. 

Nor is ‘it for us to speculate on the chang- 
ing of opinion in the United States, as re- 
flected by scientific polls and other forms of 
gauging the public view. We must leave 
this to the Dorothy Thompsons and those in- 











fluential newspapers, commentators, car- 
toonists, statesmen and politicians whose 


sentiments and sympathies no doubt even- 
tually will have a profound effect on Presi- 
dent and Congress. The current issue of the 
New Republic of New York, for example, 
publishes a four-page editorial marshalling 
every conceivable argument in support ofa 
United States declaration of war on the Axis 
at once, These sentences on its front page 
crystallize the feelings of the editors of this 
influential weekly: 

“Can America rise to the level of the 
greatest crisis our civilization has ever 
known? It is our privilege to make history 
that will furnish the reply. The time is here, 
the occasion is at hand. The New Republic 
believes that the United States should de- 
clare war on. the Axis. We urge the Presi- 
dent to ask Congress for this step, We urge 
Congress to adopt immediately the necessary 
joint resolution, We urge the American peo- 
ple to indicate clearly to their representatives 
in Washington that this is their will.” 

So it goes. No Canadian, no Briton, can 
or should so speak. Mr. Churchill, in his 
memorable broadcast last Sunday, said “the 
question has been asked, how near is the 
United States to war?” He replied to that 
himself by saying “there is certainly one 
man who knows the answer to that ques- 
tion”—Hitler. If he “has not declared war 
on the United States” it is not “out of his 
love for American institutions.” It may re 
main, then, for the men of Berlin to bring 
about what American publicists so far have 
failed to do, and which, no doubt for excellent 
reasons, the United States government has 
not yet found it desirable to do, 





For the People’s Decision 


UR ABLE AND FRIENDLY NEIGH- 
bor in Canada’s third largest city, the 
Vancouver Sun, announces that “Mr. Pat- 
tullo tells his good friend the Victoria Times 
that he wants to obtain a still larger major- 
ity in the next Legislature as a mandate 
to co-operate in Canada’s war effort.” True, 
we recall a statement t6 this effect in our 
news columns recently and, presumably, it 
appeared in other Canadian newspapers. 
But if we had been taken into a quiet corner 
in the southwest of the Parliament Buildings 
for the purpose of listening to the suggestion 


from the honorable the member for Prince 
Rupert, we may have hinted that the division 
of strength in the Legislature at dissolution 
might have been considéred too uneven for 
the impartial and efficient dispatch of public 
business in’ these testing times. We may 
even have argued that there is nothing like 
a strong opposition to bring out maximum 


Administrative ability—to act, perchance, as 


a brake on legislative procedure which in 
the best-regulated governing bodies often 
conforms more to political exigency than to 
the common weal. This point in the Sun's 
extension of the reference to the Premier's 
desires, however, merits thought: 

“What British Columbia wants is for Mr. 
Pattullo to address himselé, not to spend on 
the scale of the swollen budget which marked 
the last session of the House, but rather to 
a schedule of expenditure that will keep our 
provincial situation reasonably in order 
while effecting real savings for the ‘tax- 
payers, What we would rejoice to get from 
Mr, Pattullo is a clear-cut declaration of 
how he and his government can help the 
people of the province to get over the tough 
spots of the war period. All our citizens are 
called upon for extra strains and efforts be- 
cause of the war; will our provincial govern- 
ment provide some much-needed and wel- 
come easements?” 

Mr. Pattullo’s program for consideration 
during the forthcoming election campaign, 
of course, will be filled in in dye course. His 
manifesto, to which we referred when it was 
published a short time ago, was naturally 
couched in general terms, It was intended 
as the official intimation that his govern- 
ment was about to ask the people cf British 
Columbia for new instructions in respect of 
the conduct of their business—especially as 
it relates to this province’s collaboration in 
the nation’s war effort. The Premier is too 
astute a politician to display all his political 
wares to the public gaze too far in advance 
of the day when the electors are expected to 
go to the polls to endorse his government 
The public is familiar with the record of his 
administration; what it wants to know more 
spec ally, perhaps, is Mr. Maitland’s pre- 
cise reason for desiring to change places 
with Mr, Pattullo, The “time-for-a-change” 
bromide will not go down with an electorate 
which now is thinking more seriously than 
it has ever thought before,

ESTERDAY IN TOKYO THE JAPANESE 

cabinet’s information bureau spokes- 
man, Mr. Koh Ishii, said his country would 
welcome negotiations with the United States 
to ease the tension in the Far East—“if we 
can come to a reasonable conclusion.” Also 
yesterday in Tokyo the Japan Times and 
Advertiser, Nippon’s Foreign Office journal- 
istic mouthpiece, urged Britain and the 
United States to take advantage of an oppor- 
tunity for the “renunciation of their past 
errors” on the basis of the eight-point declar- 
ation of Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt. 
''This latter comment appears to have been 
based on a German warning to Japan against 
a split in the Axis gang. 

Were it-not for the explosive condition 
of the world, not forgetting the remarks 
which Mr. Churchill addressed specifically 
to the Japanese government in his broadcast 
on Sunday, the plaintive wail of Mr. Ishii 
and the Tokyo Foreign Office organ would 
be enough to make a cat laugh. And even 
though Emperor Hirohito and his counsellors 
may not know quite what to make of the 
Prime Minister’s promise of British collabora- 
tion with the United States in the event of an 
American-Japanese conflict in the Pacific, 
one would think there was sufficient astute 
ness in the personnel of the Konoye cabinet 
to deduce from the Atlantic Declaration a 
hint for Tokyo to emulate Berlin and scrap 
the Axis pact while such scrapping appeared 
to be good. In the light of the plain fact 
that both Britain and the United States will 
act jointly if their respective interests in the 
Far East are further jeopardized by fresh 
military moves, Japanese policy obviously 
must be predicated, irrespective of what Hit- 
ler thinks or says, upon whether Japan de- 
sires to renounce her past errors—and thus 
come to a reasonable arrangement with the 





democracies—or whether she fs prepared to 
precipitate physical conflict to test her ca- 
pacity to make good her “co-prosperity” plan. 

If it is still true that the Japanese are a 
proud race, assuming to represent Asia’s 
Herrenvolk, as it were, ought it not to dawn 
on the men in control at Tokyo that every 
time they embark on such propaganda as 
that urging Britain and the United States 
to be good boys and win forgiveness, they 
put themselves in a similar role to that 
“enjoyed” by the sawdust Caesar in Rome 
and his utterly stupid and discredited propa- 
gandists? Or is all this a sparring for time— 
time to find a way out of the “sack of glue” 
in China and the extremely doubtful area of 
southern Pacific “conquest” into which the 
grandiose plan for the “New World Order” 
has led them?

Deaths Accidental 


Deaths of Mr. and Mrs. James

Requests from employees that 
$5 cost-of-living bonuses a month 
be taken away from them would 
be an. experience employers 
would never dream of encounter- 
ing, but that is one with which 
Saanich Municipality probably 
will be faced.

Not count- 
ing the’ soldiers there now, the 
population is only 121,000. Ireland 
has 35 times as many people as 
that. 

Irishmen had something to do | 
with settling Iceland. One old 
record States that they reached 
this island of the north more than | 
1,100 years ago. I cannat say} 
that the record is true, but it is 
clear that Irtsh folk were among 
the very early settlers, even if 
they did not get there first. 

It seems. there also were Scot- 
tish settlers in Iceland in early 
days, but Norsemen wt there in 
greatest number. They arrived 
in 870, and formed about two- 
thirds of the early population. 

For close to 300 years, Iceland | 
was a republic. Then it fell under | 
the rule of Norway, and soon 
afterward was taken over by Den- 
mark.

A drive through Saanich Penin- 
sula brought to an end today the 
national convention of the Cana- 
dian Authors’ Association, held in 
Vancouver and here since Thurs- 
day. : 

John. Murray. Gibbon, founder 
of.the 20-year-old association, was 
honored last night at the annual 
banquet in the Empress Hotel for 
his work not only in developing 
the organization but in encourag- 
ing Canada’s writers during past 
| years. Also honored were E. J. 

Pratt, Dr. Philippe Pannetén and 
J. F. C. Wright, who were pre- 
sented respectively . with the 
Governor-General's Literary 
Awards for poetry, fiction and 
general literature. 

Dr. Gibbon, presented with a 
painting by Mrs. Mildred: V. 
Thornton of Vancouver as a.sym- 
bol of the association’s gratitude 
for his long-standing help, con- 
tended it was a myth that he had 
founded the organization, He 
| Said it had been deeided to call a

| WOMEN AUTHORS 

“We were to meet in three 
weeks,” he related. “When we 
|met, we made the perfectly hor- 
rible discovery that nearly all 
Canadian authors were women 
90 out of 120, to be exact. And 
the meeting Xd been set for the 
University of Montreal, which at 
that time didn’t recognize women 
except as the wives of their hus- 
bands.” 





Nevertheless, Dr. Gibbon said, 
the meeting had been switched to 
Royal Victoria College and held, 
Overnight he had adapted a con- 
stitution of the Izaak Walton 
League of America to fit the} 
needs of the authors; the constitu- 
tion had been adopted and on the | 





insistence of Pelham Edgar, he 
had submitted to being named 
president of the newly-formed | 
Canadian Authors’ Association 


Another story of the early days 
of the association told by Dr. 
Gibbon was that of the so-called 
laureate pilgrimage of Bliss Car- 


man, One of his first jobs was 
to put the famous poet. on the 
map; Dr. Gibbons said. Carman 


was to speak in Winnipeg, and it 
was suggested the best way to 
make him known in that city was 
to name him poet laureate of 
Canada, although this procedure 
might have been regarded as a 
Royal prerogative. | 

A fitting ceremony was held 
in Montreal. The poet addressed 
800 persons in Winnipeg, 700, in 
Edmonton and 600 in Vancouver, 
so successful was the scheme. 

“I told the Montreal authors 
we could have him well on the 
way to Winnipeg before the King 
would find out,” said Dr. Gibbon. 

Mrs. Madge Macbeth of Ot-| 
tawa, president of the! associa: | 
tion, presented the Governor 
General's awards. 

“As the Canadian government 
does nothing as yet to recognize 
the creative arts, these are the 
highest ‘honors we can give,” 
Mrs. Macbeth explained

“Tt is to be devoutly hoped that 
Canadian authors will escape the | 
contamination of cynicism and 
disillusionment,” he declared. 
Task of the writer of today, Dr 
Stevenson said, was to revitalize 
the lessons of the past, not merely 
producing historical novels and 


plays but books applying the les- |

LIBRARIES AND CULTURE 


Earlier, the public library and 
its place in war and peace was the 
subject of a symposium by three 
well-known librarians. Dr. Cecil 
Lingard, chief librarian of the 
Regina Public Libraries, declared 
the present conflict was a revolu- 
tion of destruction, slavery and 
misery and a revolution of-evil 
men against the inherited culture 
of the west. 

“The greatest crisis in man’s 
history’ compels each of us— 
author, publisher or librarian—to 
ask what libraries can do to pre- 
serve culture,” he said. 

“In this conflict, the library, 
the treasure-house of accumulated 
knowledge, has a very significant 
part to>play. At a time when 
technical skill is of the utmost im- 
portance, our libraries can provide 
valuable manuals to aid in train- 
ing men. But such co-operation
